In proof of the old adage, "'"There's often a alip
"twixt the cup and the lip,"” we have to relate n
circomstance that Is sadly discomfiting to the
police foree of Philadelphia, This is mone
other than the escape from the custody of an
official quartette of Mr. *‘Curley” Harrls, of
whoee arrest in Plusburg, and the process by
which he was remanded into the charge of the
Philadelphin nuthorities, we gave yesierday a
full description.

It will be remembered that, from fear that he
might be liberated by the Pittsburg justices
upon some legal technlenlities, Chlef of Police
8t. Clair A. Mulbolland and Detective Gordon
rushed to the Iron City In a specially chartered
locomotive, aud when arrived In Ita depot drove
in hot baste Lo the court just in time to defeat
the stratagem by which Mr. Harrls sought his
liberty. When In the custody of the Chief, De-
tectives Gordon, High Constable Nutt, and Spe-
cinl Officer MeUarty, “Carley” was hurried to
an eastern-bound express train dae in this city
at 910 o'cloek thie morning, which came rush-
ing here at the rate of thirty miles an hour,

'Tl;.-.l HCOurley " shonld not escape after the
groat taek of arresting him, the oflicers took
turns in guardiog bim; and from what we are
about to reiate, the reader will discover how
just the emallest evasion of a  duty will often
work an almost irreparable evil, Deotective
Gordon, on the route from Harrisburg to this
city, kept wateh upon Mr. Harris, aud, for the
purpose of placing bis escape beyond a perad-
venture, put one of the steel bracelets upon his
right wrist and the other upon the left wrist of
the prisoncr. When abont twenty-five miles
from this city Gordon was relleved by McCarty,
who was ipstrueted to use the handeuffs in like
wanner, Buat, probably deeming this a useless
precanyon, since the train was {lying at o ter-
rific speed, he placed the handeails on both the
wrists of ‘Curley.”

As they were ronnding a carve, a few miles
west of Paoli, "Cuarley" arose and went toward
the cloget, without arousing any suspiclon. At
that moment the swaying of the coach threw
apen the door, aud “'quick as thought” the pri-
roper rushed out upon the platform and jumped
from the train. At this desperate manmwavre the
officers, for a moment, sat stupefied. McCarty
Lroke the tilence by hurrylng out upon Lhe

datform. e looked back, but looked into an
inky darkness, and then ejaculated “‘He's
gone!” The truin was stopped as quaickly as
possible, but not until 1t had gone more than a
mile from the spot where ‘‘Curley” had made
hie terrific leap. The dejected offleers hurried
back in the darknese, easting on either side of
the track eager, searching glances, to discover,
as they perhaps surmised, the mangled body of
the daring fugitive. As they went stumbling
along, ene of them kicked something sofl. He
stooped down to feel it. Pardleu! it was nothing
but MeCarty's hat, that had blown ot when he
leaned out from the platform to discover the
prisoner, They hunted a long, long while, but
found no “‘Curley,” and flually the Chief had to
leave his three assistants to continue the search,
while be went to the nearest telegraph station
and sent out messasges to have all the roads
guarded and extra precautions taken, and then
took the firet truin to the eity.

When he arrived at the West Philadelphia de-
pot, he found the trusty Detective Haggoerty in
charge of aposse ot Reserve olficers, who had
by the Mayor heen detailed to receive the erimi-
nal. Their expectant countenances assumed an
indescribably woe-begone appearance when the
story of the escape was detalled, and they all
came slowly to the Central Station, sadder, per-
ha‘]:rs wiser men,

No news of “Cuarley's" rearrest has vet been
recelved.

CHURCH EDIFICE.

Presbvterians—The Ereot n
I.iﬂ'llllnlnwgew Hoane of “’ornhlp.,

The members of the First Presbyterian Church
of Germantown have determined to remove
from their present bullding, on Maln street, to
a new edifice to be erected on Chelten avenue,
above Maln street. According to the plans the
new bullding will be in the Gothkie style of archi-
tecture, built of Germantown stone, faced with
rranite, and surmounted by s handsome spire,
The church proper will frony upon Chelten
avenue, the tower being upon the glde nearest
Main street. The andience room will be U0 by
60 feet, and will contain 124 pews, capable of
sealing 744 persons, The orgnan and choir will
occupy & platform on the Chelten avenue end of
the audience room, while the pulpit will be
placed within a recess upon a similar platform
at the opposite end ol the church. On each side
of the pulpit platform doors will lead into a
rear bullding, which will contain the lecture and
Bunday-gchool rooms. The whole bulilding will
be thorougkly ventilated, and lighted by several
highly oruamented windows. The roof will he
pierced with a number of small windows, de-
gigned for both light and ventilation. The wood-
work for the most part will be of walnut
finished in oil, and the celling will be ‘nluwn'
in ponels for frescoing, and will be divlded into
sections by stuceo mouldings, The lectars-room
will be upon the first floor of the rear building,
and from this steirways will lead to the school
room situated upon the first loor. The lecture-
room will be feet G inches by 30 feet. The
gchool will have two small c¢lass rooms divided
from the main apartment by glass parlitions,
and will have a gallery around the room finished
handsomely by an ornamental walnut railing.
The whole bullding when finished is expected
to cost not less than §05,000.

A Machine-shop Badly Damaged.

Abeut 2 o'clock this mornlng a fire broke out
in the four-gtory brick building No, 112 Bpruce
street, occupied by John W. Wright as a ma-
chine-shop.

In the aggregate the stock
on the premises was valued at about €30,000,
The bullding is owped by, Mrs. Frauces Smith
and 2 damaged (o an extent of about 1500, in-
sured in the Franklin Insuranes Company. Mr.
Wright estimates his loas at $#10,000. Upon this
he has a simllar amount of insurance—5000 in
the Fire Association and 5000 in the Etna Com-
pany. Onply one-third of the amount of insu-
rance is upon that portion of the stock which
was consumed.

The Franklin House, adjoining, oceupied by

rool.

Robbins told Fetter he had hls remedy, and
gald he was psorprised he should come there
to talk with an insane man, and Fetter
denled having sald he was insane ; Mr. Robbins then
called him a liar; I know a cab-driver numed Lippin-
cott; 1T was In his company at Price's, with AMr,
Charles Robbins and Mr. Willlam Robbins; after
leaving there, Mr, Charles Robbing and myself went
to our store at Becond and Vine streets, and Lippio-
c¢ott did not go with us; Lippincott left us at the
cigar store opposite Price's no money was given to
Lippiucott 1o my presence on that occasiond

and kad been for geven years: 1 soparated from him
on the 218t of December, 1570; 1 have known him in-
timately ror years, and visited bim and his wife fre-
guently.
